LAKE ERIE DISTRICT: (See Area No. 4) 
East, West, and Middle Harbors, reached from 
Lakeside or Port Clinton, provide largemouth bass, 
perch, pike, bluegills, and catfish fishing. There is 
fine fishing around Put-In-Bay. Smallmouth and 
largemouth bass, wall-eyed pike, catfish, rock bass, 
and sheepshead are regularly caught. Live minnows, 
worms and soft crabs are good bait. You can fish 
from boats off islands and reefs in this district. Wall- 
eyes are caught by trolling on reefs north of Kelleys 
Island. Boats rented. 


LAKE ST. MARY’S: (See Area No. 2) Excellent 
crappie fishing during May and June. Bass and cat- 
fish are also caught in Lake St. Mary’s. Minnows 
best average bait. Boats rented. 


INDIAN LAKE: (See Area No. 5) Offers large- 
mouth bass, crappies, bluegills, catfish and some 
wall-eyed pike. Boats rented. 


LAKE LORAMIE: (See Area No. 2) Good crappie 
fishing. Also bass and catfish. Boats rented. 


BUCKEYE LAKE: (See Area No. 9) This lake is 
stocked with largemouth and smallmouth black 
bass, bluegills, crappies, white bass, and catfish. A

few wall-eyed pike are also caught. Scientific re- 
searches reveal that 52 species of fish live in this 
body of water. Boats rented. 


PORTAGE LAKES: (See Area No. 13)"A series of 
lakes near Akron including Rex Lake, Nesmith 
Lake, Turkeyfoot Lake, East Reservoir, West 
Reservoir, New Reservoir and Long Lake. All are 
stocked with largemouth black bass, bluegills, 
crappies, and catfish. Boats rented. 


PYMATUNING RESERVOIR: (See Area No. 15) 
This lake has been well stocked with fish by both 
the states of Pennsylvania and Ohio, and is included 
in the special hunting, fishing, and boating district 
by authority of legislation passed by both states. 
In order to hunt or fish in this district, it is neces- 
sary to procure a Pymatuning stamp, which is 
affixed to the regular fishing or hunting license. One 
possessing such a stamp may fish on all parts of the 
lake, whether included in Pennsylvania or Ohio. 
This lake is closed to fishing from December 10th 
to July 30th. 


PRIVATELY OWNED LAKES 


In the northeastern sector of the state, there are 
many privately owned lakes. Nearly all of these are 
good fishing spots because the owners must restock

to maintain business. They are open to the public 
for fishing on a privilege charge basis, averaging 
around $.50 to $1.00 per day. Boats are usually 
rented at an extra charge. 


STREAMS 


MUSKINGUM RIVER: (See Areas No. 13 and 14) 


One of the finest fishing waters in the state. Wall- 
eyed pike, bass, and muskellunge. Muskies are out 
of the picture until fall. They do not strike in warm 
weather or warm water. Malta, Eaglesport, and a 
dozen other places along the river are fishing loca- 
tions with camps available. Best fishing is near 
numerous dams, reached on Route 77, north and 
south from Zanesville. The central point for fishing 
this water is McConnelsville. Boats and bait avail- 
able at towns mentioned. 


WAKATOMIKA CREEK: (See Area No. 13) 
A tributary of the Muskingum, 15 miles north of 
Zanesville. One of the best bass streams in Ohio. 
Minnows, crawfish, artificial plugs, and spinners 
are favorite bait. 


MAUMEE RIVER: (See Areas No. 1 and 4) Near 
Grand Rapids and Waterville, and below Inde- 
pendence Dam near Defiance, this stream offers 
good fly fishing for smallmouth and largemouth 
bass. Pickerel and catfish are also caught at various 
points along the Maumee from Toledo to Defiance. 


AUGLAIZE RIVER: (See Area No. 1) Good cat- 
fish and crappie fishing south of Defiance. 


SANDUSKY RIVER: (See Area No. 4) Black bass, 
white bass, sago bass, catfish. Fishing up and down 
stream from Fremont. 


VERMILION RIVER: (See Area No. 7) Offers 
fine smallmouth black bass fishing. Catfish are also 
caught. 

BIG MIAMI RIVER: (See Areas No. 2 and 3) 
Between Piqua and Sidney, and upstream near 
Indian Lake, the Big Miami offers fine fishing for 
smallmouth bass, rock bass, crappies, and catfish. 
There is also good fishing on the Big Miami near 
Tippecanoe City. 


LITTLE MIAMI RIVER: (See Areas No. 2, 3 and 
6) Smallmouth bass, rock bass, crappies, and cat- 
fish. Fishing spots near Morrow (Area 2), Fayette- 
ville (Area 6), and west of Cincinnati (Area 3). 


CAESAR’S CREEK: (See Area No. 2) Smallmouth 
bass, rock bass, crappies and catfish. Fishing spot 
near Harveysburg. 


ROCKY FORK, PAINT CREEK, and RATTLE- 
SNAKE CREEK: (See Area No. 6) Smallmouth 
bass, rock bass, crappies and catfish. Fishing spots 
near Hillsboro and Washington Court House. 


LITTLE DARBY AND BIG DARBY: (See Areas 
No. 5 and 10) Smallmouth bass, rock bass, and cat- 
fish. Fishing spots at Georgesville (Area 5) and 
Darbyville (Area 10). 


SCIOTO RIVER: (See Areas No. 9, 10 and 11) 
Both largemouth and smallmouth bass are taken in 
this stream, more particularly in the tributaries. 
There are two dams on the river, one between 
Rathbone and Dublin, (O'Shaughnessy Dam) and 
one just north of Columbus (Grigg’s Dam). Blue- 
gills, crappies, perch, and catfish are caught in the 
lakes made from these dams. Both live and artificial 
baits are successful. The carp fishermen score all 
along the Scioto. 


OLENTANGY RIVER: (See Area No. 9) Small- 
mouth bass, rock bass, and crappies. A very sporting 
stream to fish. Artificial flies are effective by reason 
of the shallow water. 


MAD RIVER (See Areas No. 2 and 5) One of the 
few places in Ohio where there is public trout fishing. 
The water is cold and the trout are mostly rain- 
bows. Fished with dry and wet flies and worms. 


TUSCARAWAS RIVER: (See Area No. 13) Good 
muskellunge and wall-eyed pike fishing, up and 
down stream from Newcomerstown, and up and 
down stream from New Philadelphia. 


WALHONDING RIVER: (See Area No. 13) 
Muskellunge and wall-eyed pike fishing, upstream 
from Coshocton.

At ITS 101st birthday, Toledo is one 
of the mightiest ports of the Great Lakes 
and the largest coal port in the world. A 
city of huge and diversified industries, it 
is a center of culture and education. 
Within the city itself and in the outlying 
districts along the Maumee River and 
the shores of Lake Erie, the visitor to 
Toledo is surrounded by scenes of beauty 
and places for enjoyment. 


IN TOLEDO 
1, SITE OF FORT INDUSTRY. In down- 


town Toledo at the corner of Summit and 
Monroe Streets a tablet marks the spot where 
stood the old fort built by General Wayne. 


2. TOLEDO ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS. 
Broadway and Shadowlawn Drive. Here is 
located a very fine zoo, one of the largest in 
the United States. Also within the Gardens are 
the Aquarium, the Museum of Natural 
History, and the Music Shell. Small admission 
charge. 

3. WALBRIDGE PARK, across from the 
zoo, on the banks of the Maumee River, has 
excellent picnic grounds, swimming, and 
amusements. 


4. BAY VIEW PARK, at the mouth of the 
Maumee River, offers excellent camping, fish- 
ing and golf. Site of Naval Armory. 


5. TOLEDO MUSEUM OF ART. Monroe 
St. and Scottwood Avenue. Famous for its 
unusual collection of ancient glass and fine arts. 


6. APPROVED SWIMMING PLACES: 
Reno Beach, Toledo Beach, Willow Beach, 
Walbridge Park. Admission charged. 

7. INTERESTING WATER FRONT 
SIGHT, the loading of coal into Lake freighters. 
Huge machines pick up railway cars as though 
they were matchboxes, and empty their con- 
tents into the waiting ships. To be seen at the 


B. & O. docks from Miami Street, just south of Fasset 
Street Bridge; or also from Jefferson Avenue south of 
Cherry Street Bridge at New York Central loading docks.

8. SCENIC DRIVE. Route 24 follows the beautiful 
Maumee River from Toledo through Defiance. There 
are numerous camping, picnicking, and fishing places 
all along the river. Perch, pickerel, bass, and sunfish are 
caught in the Maumee.

i HIS historic section of Ohio offers a profusion 


of points of interest, places of unusual beauty, and 
opportunities for play and recreation. Indian Lake 
is a beautiful body of water, with every attraction 
for the tourist. The crystal caverns near Belle- 
fontaine are natural wonders that no traveler 
should miss. 


1. INDIAN LAKE STATE PARK. This beautiful 
park and lake offer excellent picnicking, swimming, boat- 
ing, hunting and fishing. On the north shore is Indian 
Lake State Park, 6,300 acres, nature trails, golf. The 
Park is open from May Ist to September 10th. 


2. OHIO CAVERNS. Three miles southeast of West 
Liberty on Route 275. Huge caverns with gorgeously 
colored walls, stalactites, and stalagmites. Caverns 
are illuminated. ‘Temperature remains at 54 degrees, 
winter and summer. ‘Trip through caverns takes one 
hour; admission charge. Thirty-five acres of camping 
and picnic ground open free to public. 


3. ZANE CAVERNS. Six miles east of Bellefontaine. 
Spectacular underground formations, illuminated. Tem- 
perature, 54 degrees. Trip through caverns requires 
approximately one hour. 100 acres of forest land open to 
public for camping, picnicking. Admission, $1.25 for 
adults, 60c for children 6 to 14. 


4. ST. MARY’S SHRINE, at Carey. 


5. In FINDLAY: Crry Park: picnicking, municipal 
swimming pool (admission charge at pool). MunicrpaL 
Tourist Camp, east of city. 


6. LAKE IDLEWILD, 2 miles north of Kenton; pic-

7. In MARION: Harpine Memoria: on Route 23 
at southern limits of city.

9. CLARK MEMORIAL STATE PARK. 5 miles 
west of Springfield, on U.S. 40. A small park, less than 
an acre in extent, marks the site of the Indian village of 
Piqua, where George Rogers Clark defeated the British 
and Indians in 1780. 


10. In SPRINGFIELD: Ciark County Historicau 
Socrety; Memorial Hall located at Lowry Ave. and 
Main St., open weekdays except Mondays, 9 to 12 A. M. 
and 2 to 4:30 P. M. Free. Snyper Park; picnicking, 
tennis. MADONNA OF THE TRAIL MoNUMENT; on western 
outskirts of city, on Route 40.

Massie’s Creek Gorge 
extends through this two-acre park, which contains a 
conical prehistoric Indian mound. The park is noted for 
its scenic splendor as well as its prehistoric significance. 


3. SERPENT MOUND STATE PARK. 16 miles south- 
east of Hillsboro. In a 6l-acre park, the Serpent Mound 
extends for 1,335 feet along the crest of a ridge. The gap- 
ing mouth of the Serpent holds a gargantuan egg. Within 
the park are excellent facilities for picnicking and camping. 


4. FORT HILL STATE PARK. Located 11 miles north 
of Peebles near Routes 124 and 41, this 341-acre park con- 
tains a prehistoric earthwork, situated on a high hill. 
Thirty-five acres are enclosed in the walls of the fort. 

5. THE SEVEN CAVES. 13 miles east of Hillsboro on 
Route 50. Caves are illuminated; admission charged. 
Rocky gorges. Picnicking. Cottages. 

6. PIKE STATE FOREST. Four miles east of Cynthi- 
ana, off Route 41. 

7. SEIP MOUND STATE PARK. A ten-acre park, east 
of Bainbridge, south of Route 50. Picnicking. 

8. HOME OF ULYSSES S. GRANT and schoolhouse 
he attended, at Georgetown. 

9. UNDERGROUND RAILWAY STATION, a very 
important outlet for escaping slaves during pre-Civil War 
and war times, at Ripley. It was near here that Eliza, of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin fame, crossed the ice floes in the Ohio. 
Rankin Houses, former home of John Rankin, aboli- 
tionist is bow a museum. 

10. SCENIC DRIVE along the Ohio River. Throughout 
this entire section, the drive along Route 52 rewards the 
tourist with lovely vistas of the historic Ohio.

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GREAT SERPENT MOUND. See No. 3. 
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One of the most delightful vacation lands 
in America is the famous archipelago of Lake 
Erie Islands, centering around Sandusky. This 
delightful area has been described by world- 
famous travelers as the ““Bermuda of America.”’ 
Broad, white sandy beaches stretch for many 
miles, lake steamers maintain frequent schedules 
for pleasure seekers, the area abounds in good 
fishing, amusement facilities, good hotels, cot- 
tages, restaurants and camping sites. “The 
Region”’ is worthy of the highest recommenda- 
tion as a vacation land whether you plan to stay 
two days or two months. Since Perry’s memo- 
rable victory over the British in the War of 1812, 
Put-In-Bay and the Erie Islands have justly 
held a singular place in the hearts of all 
Americans. 

1. PUT-IN-BAY on South Bass Island, can be 
reached by boat from Catawba Island, Lakeside, or 
Sandusky. The Perry Victory Memorial Monument, a 
simple Doric shaft rising 352 feet, is an impressive land- 
mark visible for many miles around. Observation deck 
at the top of the monument affords visitors a fine view 
of the waters where Commodore Perry in 1813 forced 
the first and only surrender of an entire British Naval 
Squadron. The Bay itself is the scene each year of the 
Interlake Yachting Association Regatta. Other attrac- 
tions for the tourist are the beautiful rocky shores and 
the unique caves and caverns. State and Federal 
Governments maintain fish hatcheries. There are sum- 
mer cottages and seven hotels on the Island. This area 


is famous for its vineyards and wine caves. Swimming, 
fishing, boating, golf, amusements.

Here also are some of the most remarkable 
glacial grooves found in America. Kelleys Island 
offers excellent fishing, boating and bathing. 
Airport. Eagle Aerie. Immense limestone and 
fluxstone quarries. Famous vineyards. Hotels, 
cottages, camping grounds.

7. SANDUSKY, the gateway to the Ohio Lake 
Erie Islands; peninsulas and resorts. Largest 
fresh water fishing port in United States. Home 
port of the steamer Chippewa which will carry 
you to Put-In-Bay, Kelleys Island and Lake- 
side; see schedules above. 


8. CEDAR POINT, “The Atlantic City of the 
Middle West.” A noted summer resort on a 
wooded peninsula separating Lake Erie from 
Sandusky Bay. Has one of the longest, widest 
stretches of white, sandy beach between the 
Atlantic and Pacific. Complete amusement 
park, hotels, restaurant service, cottages. 
Reached by auto along “‘the Chaussee,” beauti- 
ful sevensmile Lake Shore drive. Bathing, danc- 
ing, boating, fishing. 


9. HURON. Excellent bathing beaches and 
river boating on the Huron River. Good fishing 
in lake and river.

Through this enormous, densely forested area 
of some 2,000 acres runs a mammoth 300-foot 
gorge cut by the Clear Fork of the Mohican 
River. In this setting of rare, wild beauty, 
picnickers and all who love the great out- 
doors find a delightful outing place. The State 
welcomes you to visit this park, one of the 
four most popular in all Ohio. Recently de- 
veloped by CCC, the park is very scenic. 
Marked trails. 


2. PLEASANT HILL DAM, MUSKIN- 
GUM CONSERVANCY, one of Ohio’s flood 
control projects is still in process of develop- 
ment. Will offer recreational facilities when 
completed. Three miles west of Loudonville. 


3. CHARLES MILL DAM, another Mus- 
kingum flood control project, which is still 
under development. It will provide another 
good spot for fishing, picnics and general out- 
ings when it is completed. Located two miles 


south of Mifflin. 


4. In MANSFIELD: the traveler finds a 
large public swimming pool and bathhouse, 
playground, tennis courts and other splendid 
recreational facilities at Liserty Park. At 
the western edge of the city are Casino 


Park, Norta Lake Park, MIDDLE AND. 


Soutn Park. These are all natural beauty 
spots and include picnic grounds and places 
for amusement and relaxation. Old pioneer 
Blockhouse, built in 1813 still stands as item 
of interest in South Park.

8. Near BUCYRUS, Seccaium Park, 80 
acres, private enterprise; amusement park 
with rides, free picnic grounds, pool, dancing 
and other attractions. On Route 19, east of 
the city. 


9. Near GALION, Sugargrove Lake picnic grounds, 
pool and other amusements.

Grouped on the Scioto 
River are the State Office Building, City Hall, 
Safety Building, A.J.U. Citadel, Post Office and 
Federal Building, Columbus Auditorium and Cen- 
tral High School. Three bridges span the river here. 


4. OHIO STATE is the fourth largest state uni- 
versity in the United States. Located on a beautiful 
and spacious campus at 15th and High Sts. The 
Ohio Stadium is on the campus. 


5. GALLERY OF FINE ARTS, 480 E. Broad St. 
A beautiful building containing innumerable treas- 
ures of the fine arts. Open free to the public, 10 
A.M. to 5 P.M., weekdays; 2 to 5 P.M. Sundays. 


6. OHIO STATE HISTORICAL MUSEUM, on 
the campus of Ohio State University. Specializes 
in history of Ohio from days of mound builders. 
Open free, Weekdays, 8:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M.; 
Sunday, 1:00 to 5:00 P.M. 


7. FORT HAYES, Cleveland and Buckingham 
Sts.; headquarters for the Fifth Corps Area, U.S. 
Army. Open to visitors.

River flows through a beautiful scenic valley. 
There are many camp sites and good fishing 
in the gorge. 

15. OLD INDIAN CAVES, near Millwood 
on Route 62. Picturesque rock formations 
along the Kokosing River. Admission 
charged.

1, CLEVELAND METROPOLITAN 
PARKS. This splendid series of public parks 
includes nine beautiful reservations: Huntington 
Park, Rocky River Reservation, Big Creek Park- 
way, Hinckley Reservation, Brecksville Res- 
ervation, Bedford Reservation, South Chagrin 
Reservation, North Chagrin Reservation, and 
Euclid Reservation. Winding through the parks 
are 90 miles of scenic motor roads. Sixty miles 
of bridle paths. Nature trails, nature museums, 
picnicking, swimming, and fishing. 


2. CLEVELAND PARK SYSTEM. There is 
a total of 20 beautiful parks, with 44 miles of 
lovely driveways and boulevards. The parks in- 
clude playgrounds, ball diamonds, tennis courts, 
skating rinks, and football gridirons. Included 
in the system are the beautiful Shaker Lakes. 


3. THE TERMINAL GROUP OF BUILD- 
INGS. This is one of the most remarkable 
building developments in the United States. 
Overlooking historic Public Square is the 52- 
story Terminal Tower, with an observation 
room on the 42nd floor, affording a splendid 
view of the city, open daily 9 A. M. to 5 P. M., 
Sunday 9 A. M. to 9 P. M. Admission charged.

At this point Morgan’s Raiders 
crossed the Muskingum River in their spectacular foray 
into Union territory in the Civil War. 


6. COUNCIL ROCK. Scenic spot five miles southeast 
of McConnelsville on Route 376. 


7. BIG BOTTOM STATE PARK. This three-acre 
park is located on the banks of the Muskingum River 
on Route 266 one mile southeast of Stockport. A monu- 
ment marks the site of the massacre of pioneer settlers 
by the Indians on January 6, 1791. There is bathing and 
fishing here. 


8. SCENIC DRIVE. Route 78 between McConnelsville 
and Glouster is said to be one of the most sensational 
scenic drives in southeastern Ohio. The road is considered 
safe, although it should be driven with caution. 


9. NATURAL BRIDGE. Located just off Route 144, 
15 miles east of Athens. Admission, 10c. 


10. At HOCKINGPORT on Route 144. First American 
Declaration of Independence signed here by Lord 
Dunmore’s officers in 1774. 


11. BUFFINGTON ISLAND MEMORIAL STATE 
PARK. Located on the Ohio River at Portland, this four- 
acre park commemorates the battle between General 
Morgan’s Confederate Cavalry and a Federal force, the 
only Civil War battle fought on Ohio soil.

Cottages, hotels, boarding houses 
are good and rates are low. Dancing. 


4. GARFIELD HOME, now a memorial 
to former President James A. Garfield. 
Museum maintained by Western Reserve. 
On Route 20, west of Mentor. 


5. ASHTABULA. One of the busiest 
ports on the Great Lakes. Watnur Beacu 
Park, fronting Lake Erie, is a favorite re- 
sort for bathers; outdoor dancing; tourist 
camp. Lake Suore Park is another picnic 
center; located high above the beach, over- 
looking the harbor entrance, it is popular 
for picnics and beach parties, also offers 
dancing.

6. CONNEAUT. Landing site of first white settlers from 
New England. Important harbor for lake freighters. Many 
fine, safe bathing beaches along Lake Erie. 


7. PYMATUNING LAKE STATE PARK. Located off 


Route 7, at Andover. Enormous inland lake, 78 miles around, 
well stocked with fish. Boat livery. Excellent picnic sites. 


8. FIRST MORMON TEMPLE IN U. S. STILL IN USE, 


at Kirtland Hills. Visitors welcome. 

9. NELSON’S LEDGES STATE FOREST PARK, 15 miles 
northwest of Warren just off Route 422. Attractive picnic 
resort. Huge and picturesque rock gorges, trails, picnic tables, 
drinking water, toilet facilities. Camping allowed near Ledges. 
10. MILTON RESERVOIR, concrete dam across Mahoning 
River creates lake of 1,700 acres. On Route 534, west of 
Youngstown. Largemouth bass, bluegills, crappies, perch, 
catfish. Amusement park, cottages, camping grounds and 
boats for hire. 

11. NATIONAL McKINLEY MONUMENT, at Niles, 
houses collection of McKinley relics, open every day, free. 

12. At YOUNGSTOWN: Mu Creex Park is a unique 
attraction. Beautiful natural gorge, three lakes, and beautiful 
waterfalls. The park covers more than 1,400 acres. Picnic facili- 
ties. For A Fine View or THE STEEL AND INDUSTRIAL PLANTS, 
follow Poland Avenue, State Route 90, southeast to Struthers. 
13. At WARREN: The city maintains three parks with pic- 
nic facilities. At PackarpD Park, there is a $100,000 swim- 
ming pool. This and Perkins and QuimsBy PaRKS all have 
shelter houses and recreational facilities. 

14. SCENIC DRIVES, State Route 307 from Austinburg 
to Painesville along Grand River. Route 20, east of Painesville, 
goes through a fine nursery section.

5. JEFFERSON STATE PARK, one 
mile north of Route 43, west of Steuben- 
ville, is a popular outing spot. The park 
consists of well over 800 acres. 


6. CUSTER MEMORIAL STATE 
PARK, at New Rumley. Monument marks 
birthplace of this famous Civil War Cavalry 
officer and Indian fighter. 


7. GUILFORD LAKE STATE PARK, near 
State Highway 354, northwest of Lisbon. At 
this delightful spot, the holiday motorist finds 
a beautiful 400-acre lake where there is boating, 
bathing, fishing, camping, and complete picnic 
facilities.

ae rolling, sweeping hills of this 
southeastern section of the state have 
won for it the name of the “Switzerland 
of Ohio.” This most impressive range 
of the Appalachian Hills in Ohio is 
reminiscent of the charm of the Ozarks. 
Three great dams of the Muskingum 
Conservancy project are located here. 
One of these dams, Senecaville Reser- 
voir, near Cambridge, was recently 
dedicated. When the reservoir is full 
it will afford a permanent lake, 3,550 
acres in extent. This great body of 
water, framed by a glorious woodland 
hill country, will add immeasurably to 
Qhio’s outdoor recreational facilities.

The region abounds in many good camping sites, 
roadside parks where you can picnic. Some of the 
finest scenic views along all the Ohio are to be found 
along the good state highway which follows the river 
along the entire eastern and southern boundaries of 
the area. 


1. CLENDENING DAM, Muskingum Conservancy. 
Located at Tippecanoe, on Route 8 in the extreme north- 
western portion of this tour area. 


2. PIEDMONT DAM, Muskingum Conservancy. Located 
at Piedmont on Route 22, southwest of Cadiz. 


3. SENECAVILLE DAM, Muskingum Conservancy. 
Located at Senecaville on Route 285. 


4. SCENIC DRIVE ALONG OHIO RIVER. From 
Martins Ferry and Bellaire, south on State Highway 
No. 7 to Newport. 


5. SUNFISH CREEK, enchantingly beautiful woodland 
stream cutting its way through towering hill country, to 
form a route of rare natural beauty and an ideal retreat 
for those who like stream fishing or want a secluded site 
for their holiday outing. Spotted and smallmouth bass are 
among the varieties of fish reported in this stream. State 
Route No. 78 from Woodsfield, east to the river, carries 
you through this beautiful scenic region. You can locate 
Sunfish Creek at Clarington where it empties into the Ohio 
River. You will find it well worth your exploration. 


6. “THE SWITZERLAND OF OHIO.” Almost any spot 
within the area bounded by State Route 147, west to Barnes- 
ville, south to Woodsfield and east to the river is one of 
rare and rugged beauty. The area around Switzer is particu- 
larly beautiful, as is the Captina Valley followed westward 
by State Route 148 from Powhatan Point where the Captina 
empties into the Ohio. About midway between Powhatan 
Point and Clarington on State Route 7 along the river is 
another commanding view.
